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DISCONTINUANCE OF BIBLIOGRAPHY. 
ESTABLISHMENT OF BOOK-REVIEWS. 



With the completion of the present volume (1907-08) the 
Quarterly Journal of Economics will cease to print lists of 
current publications on economics. The maintenance of such 
a bibliography has lately been undertaken by others, and has 
more particularly become a chief object of the Economic Bul- 
letin issued by the American Economic Association. The 
editors willingly resign to other hands this laborious but useful 
task. 

Beginning with Volume XXIII. (1908-09), the Quarterly 
Journal of Economics vnll conduct a department of reviews. 
In this department it is proposed to publish careful and, if 
called for, extended discussions of important new works. It 
is proposed also to publish from time to time surveys of the 
recent literature on a given topic or group of allied topics. 
These surveys vnll take note not only of the individual pub- 
lications, but of the general trend of theory and research.
